Earlier, a dispatch from War- 
saw said Polish correspondents 
in Moscow reported that Malen- 
kov and Molotov had been ex- 
pelled from the party Central 
Committee for deviating back 
to Stalinism. 

An editorial in the Soviet 
Communist party newspaper 
Pravda today had hinted that a

Of 800 Evacuees Going Home 


The flood-swollen Meramec 


river at Valley Park was drop-| 


Bureau: had expected today, 


yesterday .afternoon. The river 
stage was 30.3 feet this morn- 
ing, a foot lower than predicted. 

As a result, some of the 800 
persons who had been evacuated 
because of high water were re- 
turning to their homes. There 
was a possibility that some 
major roads in the Valley Park 
area would be re-opened to traf- 
fic late today. 

Arthur A. Rausch, assistant 
meteorologist at the Weather 
Bureau, said United States 
Highway 66 should be clear of 
high waters from the Meramec 
by this evening. The highway, 
which becomes flooded when 
the river rises to 29 feet, has 
been closed between Lindbergh 
boulevard and Gray Summit. 

Because no more rain is ex- 
pected in the next few days, the 


flood stage of 16 feet by Friday, 
Rausch said. The Mississippi 
river is also continuing to fall— 
a factor which helps the Mera- 
mee in getting rid of overflow 
water. 

Although the flood is reced- 
ing rapidly, the State Highway 
Patrol said Highway 66 may not 
be open for general traffic until 
Friday. Persons planning holi- 
day trips were cautioned not to 
rely on using Highway 66. 

The highway, which still was 
covered by three feet of water 
this morning at the intersection 
with State Highway 141, was 
opened in some sections to local 
traffic only between Lindbergh 
and Gray Summit.

Milestone at London 


The long-heralded presentation at London of 
a United States plan for suspension of nuclear 


weapons tests is, of epurse, a heartening mile- 


stone on the road to peace. It would be unreal- 


" fstic, however, to ignore the possibility that 


many long months of negotiation may lie ahead 
before a suspension can go into effect. 

There’ are important differences between the 
American plan, supported by Britain and France, 
and the proposals previously made by the 
Soviet Union. Whether these differences can 
be resolved remains to be seen. It may depend 
upon how flexible both sides are, and how gen- 
uinely each wants to make a start toward real . 
disarmament. 

In one way, the proposal is more sweeping 
than that suggested by Adlai E. Stevenson last 
year and by some scientific sources. Their plan 


. —until recently vigorously resisted by the Eisen- 


hower Admifistration—called for a suspension 
only of H-bomb tests, the kind that cause the 
greatest hazards from radioactive fallout. The 
Eisenhower-Stassen plan, by contrast, would 
suspend for 10 months tests of all nuclear weap- 


‘ons, including the small tactical atomic bombs 


as well as the super-hydrogen bombs. 
. 7 * 

In another way, however, the Administration 
plan is more restricted and more complicated, 
and may therefore entail protracted negotiation. 
It lays down three conditions to be met before 
a temporary suspension of nuclear tests would 
be agreed on. * 

First, there must be an agreement to Walt pro- 
duction of nuclear materials for weapons in 
1959. Second, both bans must be supervised 
and controlled. Third, both bans must be writ- 
ten into a limited disarmament treaty covering 
conventional arms and armed forces as well. 

Although there can be no objection to any of 
these conditions ih the abstract, and all would 
certainly be appropriate to a final and definitive 
disarmament arrangement, trouble may lie 
ahead if the West insists upon tying a suspen- 
sion of tests too closely to an immediate ban on 
nuclear production. 

As we pointed out June 21, compliance with 
a ban on tests can be checked fairly simply by 
the establishment of limited inspection posts 
around the world, but compliance with a ban on 
production would require an elaborate inspec- 
tion apparatus and probably unlimited access to 
all atomic facilities everywhere for the inspec- 
tors. Is Russia ready, or the United States and 
Britain either, to go that far at this stage? 

Some of the Western comments at London 
suggest that the final arrangements for inspect- 
ing and verifying 4 ban on nuclear production 
need not be written into the initial treaty. Some 
such accommodation may be the key to the prob- 
lem. As President Eisenhower has frequently 
said, it is essential to make a start—to walk be- 
fore we run. Trying to do too much in the first- 
stage agreement could result in reaching no 
agreement at all—and that, after building up the 
world’s hopes, would be catastrophic. 

= + 

The same considerations apply, we think, to 
linking a suspension of nuclear testing with 
conventional disarmament. The tie-up is all 
right as long as it is not pressed too far. Con- 
ventional disarmament could be a complicated 
and highly technical task—particularly in de- 
ciding how to match up, weapon for weapon, any 
arms to be mothballed. If the effort to agree 
on such detailg threatened to become a filibus- 
ter, delaying effectiveness of a nuclear test ban, 
then the tie-ap would be self-defeating. 

What the Ameritan negotiators should never 
lose sight of is the wevessity for making a start. 
And in many ways the easiest way to make a 
start is in suspending nuclear tests, since there 
the problem. of inspection and verification is 
simplest. 

The American attitude should be that we 
favor a moratorium on tests as a matter of prin- 
ciple; that we also favor an accompanying ban 
on fissionable production, and an accompanying 
limitation of conventional arms; but that’ if the 
latter two conditions cannot be agreed in rea- 

sonable time, we still favor a moratorium on 
tests. 

Too much is at stake, for mankind and civilize 
tion, to warrant an inflexible approach to the 
central problem of our times.

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Hell’s Canyon Setback 

The 15-to-12 adverse vote in the House In- 
terior subcommittee is a setback to the bill for 
federal development of the Hell’s Canyon power 
site, but it does mot need to mean this meritori- 
ous bill’s defeat. The full committee can ap- 
prove the bill and that is just what the full com- 
mittee ought to do. 

Our Washington bureawt feports that De 
cratic Representative’Adam Clayton Powell of 
New York is quoted as telling the subcommittee 
chairman that he was withdrawing his proxy in 
favor of the Government dam, This left the 
proponents ef the high public dam minus a 
needed vote. , 

A possible reason for this, the Post-Dispatch 
report continued, was a statemefit attributed to 
Congressman Powell that he owed the Demo- 
crats no loyalty on the Hell's Canyon issue in 
view of the stand of the Southern Democrats 
against civil rights for Negroes. 

Hell’s Canyon and civil rights ought not to be 
intermingled in any way.

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Backing for Foreign Policy 

On second thought, the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee has recommended approval of long- 
term foreign aid commitments... This is a rever- 
sal of the committee's refusal last week to sanc- 
tion a three-year loan fund. Had Congress fol- 
lowed that view, one of the most effective 
phases of American diplomacy would have been 
put on the basis of hand-to-mouth expediency. 

Whether it be military aid or economic aid in 
a specific case, the Administration as well as the 
foreign government with which it is dealing 
must have some basis of continuity of policy if 
that policy is to be effective. 


Meanwhile a joint Senate-House committee 
has authorized an increase for sending of sur- 
plus commodities abroad.

COURT RESTORES 
JOHN S. SERVICE 
TO JOB AS OF 1951 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP) 
—United States District Judge 
James W. Morris today ordered 
John Stewart Service restored 
to his job as a State Depart- 
ment foreign service officer as 
of Dec. 14, 1951—the day he 
was fired. This means, in ef- 
fect, that legally Service was 
not fired at all. 


Judge Morris signed an order 
saying Service was improperly 
discharged by former Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson. A Su- 
preme Court decision June 17 
held that Acheson wrongfully 
discharged Service after the 
Loyalty Review Board found 
there was reasonable doubt as 
to Service's loyalty. 

His attorney said. he did not 
know how much pay is due 
Service but gave & rough esti- 
mate of $18,000. Service is en- 
titled to the differences be- 
tween what his Government pay 
would have been ($11,250 a 
year) and what he has earned 
elsewhere. He now is in the 
export business in New York.

KENNEDY SPEECH 
ON ALGERIA STIRS 
STORM IN FRANCE 


PARIS, July 3 (AP)—The call 
of Senator John F. Kennedy 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, for Al- 
gerian independence set off a 
storm of French protest today. 

Défense Minister Andre Mo- 
rice told a newsman Kennedy's 
Senate speech yesterday would 
cause “a still greater number of 
innocent victims and the pro- 
longation” of the crisis in the 
French North African territory. 

The minister accused Ken- 
nedy of aiding the Algerian 
rebels “consciously or uncon- 
sciously.” He added that the 
crisis “would have ended a 
long time ago if many of our 
unthinking friends weighed 
their words or their acts in an 
affair where the blood of others 
comes from their errors.” 

Resident Minister Robert La 
Coste said he would invite Ken- 
nedy to visit Algeria to “prove” 
his statements about French 
policies there. LaCoste said he 
would reply to the Senator Sun- 
day in a talk to French war 
veterans in Algiers.

FOR FOK GREEK ARCA 


Plans to form a watershed 
district to control future floods 
in the Fox creek watershed in 
western St. Louis county, which 
suffered extensive damage from 
two floods last month, were 
made yesterday at a meeting of 
farmers and others. 

W. G. Eakin, chairman of the 
St. Louis County Soil Conserva- 
tion District, said that under 
the plan federal funds would be 
used to finance construction of 
small earthen dams to regulate 
water flow. 

The plans were made at a 
meeting of farmers and repre- 
sentatives of the United States 
Soil Conservation Service, St. 
Louis County Farm Bureau and 
others on Eakin'’s farm at Unit- 
ed States Highway 66 and Allen- 
ton road. About 35 attended and 
made a two-hour inspection by 
truck of damage resulting from 
floods on Fox creek on June 
14-15 and June 27. 

Eakin estimated that nearly 
all of approximately 12,000 
acres of land in the Fox Creek 
watershed were damaged by the 
floods. He said the cost of re- 
moving gravel and other debris 
from flooded bottom lands and 
rehabilitating the fields has 
been estimated at $300 an acre. 

After further evaluation of 
damages, Eakin said, indorse- 
ment by the county council will 
be sought for the project. A 
district may be formed if ap- 
proved by the State Watershed 
Committee and by 65 per cent 
of the landowners in the water- 
shed. 

To qualify for federal funds, 
proper land use practices such 
as terracing and construction 
of conservation ponds must be 
followed on 65 per cent of the 
land in the proposed district 
and the district must demon- 
strate its financial ability to 
maintain and operate the dams 
built with federal funds.

ROOF is the evidence demanded before a statement is 

accepted as being true. ‘The statement itself will not be 

enough. Even those who are nearest and dearest will 
insist on knowing how it was arrived at. 

They prefer to look at the statement critically and pre- 
sent arguments as to why it must be incorrect. They do not 
go so far as to say a person is deliberately misleading. But 
they contend that the person has impaired eyesight, poor 
hearing or a mind that does not take things in accurately. 

They will cite other authorities of greater distinction 
who have made statements to the contrary. They will shake 
‘their heads and say that it will take more than a bald state- 
ment to convinee them. 

In such cases there is nothing to be done but set out 
after the proof that is insisted upon. The doubting people 
will have to be transported to points, perhaps at consider 
able distance, where they can see something with their own 
eyes and be made to believe it is true. 

Reference books will have to be kept ready at hand, 
visits Will have to be payed to libraries and other centers 
of information. A list of the names of outstanding author- 
ities will have to be compiled to whom a person whose 
statement is doubted can turn for proof. 

In reading newspapérs and other periodicals notes will 
have to be taken, including date, page and column on which 
will be found evidence of a statement that may be made at 
some future date. 

When every source of information has been examined 
and all the evidence sifted and assembled, it can then be 
presented to the doubters who will be asked, “Now do you 
believe?” | 

There need be no surprise if, confronted by this ir- 
rcfutable proof, the doubters reply that they don’t know 
why all this fuss should have been made as they believed 
it all along.
